(Both parts of the tile should be used in the 
design to minimise waste.) The design of such shapes should avoid 
running the shaped cutter into the corner of the tile, where it would 


create strong side pressures during cutting.

OXE of the aspects of the building industry 
not touched on by Mr. Trench in his 
recent paper* was the role of the sub-con- 
tractor and the supplier of building com- 
ponents. But he pointed out that the industry 
is tending towards increased industrialization, 
and it is getting cheaper and more efficient 
to manufacture the parts of a building in 
factories and merely to put them together on 
the site. 

This tendency has both its dangers and its 
opportunities. If the design of the com- 
ponents is inspired by creative imagination, 
as in the case of the Hertfordshire schools, 
the result may well be a real advance archit 
tecturally and in building technique and in 
efficiency and cheapness of erection. If not, 
the profession may be faced with a growing 
mass of building units, indifferently designed 
in themselves and difficult to combine into 
satisfactory buildings. 

The building owner, as Mr. Trench pointed 
out, is unlikely to be unduly concerned by the 
resultant dissatisfaction aesthetically among 
the profession provided he can obtain by a 
packaged deal or otherwise a building which 
functions well at a price he can afford. 

If the profession cares for something more 
than this in the way of quality of design, it 
must fight to achieve it. Architects will them- 
selves have to try to influence the design of 
building components and structural systems. 


This influence can be achieved effectively only

if an increasing number of architects enter 
the manufacturing side of the industry in 
responsible positions on the boards of the 
firms concerned. In this way they will be able 
to inspire the production of the right kind of 
building components. 

The problems will increase with the demand 
for more mechanization and they will include 
not only the complexities of modular co- 
ordination but also the economic adaptation 
of modern machine processes to a growing 
range of products. A high degree of technical 
co-ordination will be needed; and it may well 
be thought that architects are well fitted by 
-heir training to act in the van, provided they 
learn the additional skills required. 

It may be argued that the amount of pure 
design needed would be limited and would 
prove insufficient to retain the interest of 
first-class designers. This view, however, is 
not shared by the handful of architects who 
have ventured into industry as consultants. 
There is no doubt that the interest of designing 
in terms of industrial processes can be at 
least as great as that of designing in terms of 
hand craftsmanship. 

All this presupposes power to the designer’s 
elbow. To be effective, he must be in a 
position to influence manufacturing policy. It 
is up to the R.1I.B.A. to evolve the formula 
which will permit architects to enter this most 
promising field, at director level, without 
losing their professional status. 
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EVENTS AND COMMENTS 


THE ROYAL GOLD MEDAL 


The R.I.B.A. honoured its royal gold medallist, 
Professor Pier Luigi Nervi, last week by installing 
closed-circuit television at several points in the building. 
I do not know to what extent it was used but the 
Henry Jarvis Hall was certainly full. Television 
cameras still cannot operate without blinding light, and 
so for the second year in succession on this occasion 
the platform party visibly sweated with slitted eyes in 
the beams of the floodlights. I protested last year and 
I protest again. The atmosphere in these circumstances 
loses dignity and the private, domestic quality proper 
to the occasion. If the Henry Jarvis Hall is too small 
for such gatherings it cannot be helped. Overflow 
meetings with sound re-broadcast would surely be 
adequate. If the television has come to stay will the 
R.LB.A. at least hire a make-up girl to take the shine 
off the unfortunate performers? 

The performers, as it happened, were very good. Ove 
Arup spoke first and congratulated the institute on 
having the sense to choose an engineer for this year’s 
medalist. He also mentioned that Professor Nervi had 
showed that architects were not really necessary. Lionel 
Brett, Professor A. L. L. Baker, of the Imperial! College 


. of Science and Technology, and Professor Robert 


Matthew made up the team. Their remarks were well 
co-ordinated and each spoke of a different facet of 
Professor Nervi’s work. Unfortunately the subject of 
all the eulogies understood little of what was being 
said. No one seemed to have thought of providing 
him with a neighbour who could have explained the 
nice things that were being said about him. When 
Professor Nervi replied, he did so in fluent French 
and the audience clearly understood every word of 
what he said. At least a part of the proceedings could 
have been conducted in French, for by his own admis- 
sion Lionel Brett could have used that language. This 
would have brought the royal gold medalist more 
into the meeting held in his honour. 


GOLD MEDAL PARTY 


However, the R.I.B.A. made full amends for any 
shortcomings at the presentation meeting by giving a 
slap-up party the next evening, to which members of 
the council, officers of the U.K. Committee of the L.U.A. 
and their wives and a few friends were invited in order 
to meet Professor Nervi. The building always looks 
at its best during a party, and white ties, decorations, 
lovely ladies, music and champagne, assisted in making 
this memorable occasion even more memorable. A 
small but well-presented exhibition of Nervi’s work, 
prepared by the Cement and Concrete Association, 
served as a background to the proceedings. 


MIDLANDS DESIGN CENTRE 


Close on the heels of the Building Centre statement 
on the future of such centres in this country comes the 
announcement of the formation of the Midlands Design 
and Building Centre at Nottingham. A new building 
to house it is being constructed in the city centre. 
Pending completion of the building, a pilot scheme is 
to operate in a temporary building opening on June 1. 
Mr. K. James-Milnes, who was on the staff of the 
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Bouwcentrum, Rotterdam, in its early days, has been 
appointed director. The council of the centre includes 
two architects, Mr. H. S. Barnett, L.R.1.B.4., and Mr. 
Gordon Graham, A.R.1.B.A. 


THE ARCHITECTURE CLUB 

Miss Jane Drew and Mr. Eric Lyons were the open- 
ing speakers at a recent supper debate of the Architec- 
ture Club. The motion was, “That this club would 
welcome greater powers for the Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission”. The discussion was lively and interesting, 
but there was no really serious division of opinion. As 
is usual on these occasions, the house did not divide, but 
the general opinion seemed to be that, in principle, 
aesthetic control of architecture was a bad thing, but 
in the present state of things we cannot do without it. 
As we cannot do without some kind of control, the 
R.F.A.C. should be given more power to do its work. 
Several speakers pointed out that the worst facet of 
aesthetic control was the interference by the untrained 
and unqualified planning committees of local authori- 
ties. Lord Esher, in a witty speech, saw the typist as 
the “weevil in the architectural biscuit”. Much of our 
architecture was built, he said, to house typists. 


COLLEGE OF ARCHITECTURE 


As forecast on this page on February 24, the much- 
talked-about College of Architecture and Building is 
to be based on a reconstruction of the Regent Street 
Polytechnic. The site chosen is opposite Madame 
Tussauds, an excellent place, for it is near Regent’s 
Park and has good communications. The news about 
the project so far can be found on another page. It 
appears that there are to be further discussions. It is 
good that the college is to be linked to other new 
colleges of engineering and science, and commerce, 
though, goodness knows, the wretched students will 
have their hands full with their own subjects. Every- 
thing will now depend on the choice of a principal. He 
will need to be a superman, but will he be offered a 
superman’s salary? 


INTERNATIONAL PAPER SIZES 

Some weeks ago I commented on a note issued by 
the R.1.B.A. on the subject of manufacturers’ trade and 
technical literature and the international range of paper 
sizes. The Bowater Organization has now issued an 
admirable folder entitled “Postscript”, which contains 
a number of examples of various sized papers in the 
international range printed as office stationery for an 
imaginary firm of architects. It shows that there is an 
A size for every use. Sample envelopes are included 
and an explanatory note explains the theory of the 
series. This is all quite admirable. It is also the first 
sign of recognition from the paper-making trade that 
the international sizes are with us to stay. We can now 
look forward to some better co-operation from retail 
stationers. At present any inquiry for A sized paper 
brings either a blank stare or a not-too-polite brush-off. 
On the question of trade and technical literature, those 
who have for sofe years campaigned for better 
standards will welcome help from outside the building 
industry, for the idea is held by some people that the 
whole question of standardization of trade literature is 
something thought up by architects with no other pur- 
pose than to annoy manufacturers. It is interesting 
that the Bowater Group should have chosen an archi- 
tect’s paper for their demonstration. You can obtain 
a copy of this excellent folder from the Bowater 
Organization, Bowater House, Knightsbridge, $.W.1. 
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GOLD MEDAL PRESENTATION 


PROFESSOR PIER LUIGI NERVI was given a great 
ovation by a packed audience at the R.1.B.A., last 
week, when Basil Spence, president of the R.I.B.A., 
presented him with the Royal Gold Medal for Architecture. 
Tributes to his work which emphasized its essential charac- 
ter—its beauty, simplicity and structural efficiencey—were 
also warmly received.* 

Introducing Professor Nervi, Mr. Spence said that at 
this, one of the most important annual occasions of the 
R.LB.A., they were honouring a very great architect, 
engineer and contractor. 

Mr. Ove Arup, senior partner of Ove Arup & Partners, 
civil engineers, said they were also honouring one 
who had fought to end the schism in building. He was 
an architect-builder for whom ends and means were fused 
into one creation. His starting point was economy. He 
did not indulge in fancy types. His aim was to help the 
builder, not to make things difficult. As a result his 
structures had a directness and inevitability about them 
which was surely the mark of greatness. 

While he did not believe that Nervi'’s faith in the 
inherent aesthetic force of a good structural solution could 
be held to express the whole field of architectural creation, 
he did feel that the failure of so much work to measure 
up to Nervi's criterion was in most cases due not to the 
inadequacy of the criterion, but to the work itself. 

In honouring Nervi, the R.I.B.A. were lending their 
support to his way of looking at architecture, and this 
he welcomed most heartily. But Nervi’s work was a lesson 
to engineers as well as architects. They might not be so 
inclined as architects to forget the sordid facts of life, 
but they could get bogged down in tactics and forget the 
wider claims of strategy. Many engineering structures, to

which great skill and knowledge had been applied, could 
be substantially improved by a careful rearrangement of 
the parts. 

But he hoped, above all, that this honour to Nervi 
would encourage those who believed in the essential unity 
of engineering and architecture. 

The Hon. Lionel Brett described Nervi’s work as 
“among the supreme flower-like creations of man’. With 
his buildings one was saved what he supposed was among 
the commonest visual experiences of this century: to 
admire the skeleton and to dread the arrival of the flesh— 
“that too, too solid flesh”’—which was to clothe it. With 
Nervi one was transported back to one’s childhood, when 
one made buildings with structural components before 
one was taught that architecture meant styles. 

Nervi regarded the reunification of architecture and 
engineering as the vital step. “It seems to me an event 
of great significance’, said Mr. Brett, “that the Queen 
is awarding here a gold medal to a great engineer who 
is not only pleading for this reunification, but who is 
himself the world’s most distinguished embodiment of it”. 

In a review of Professor Nervi's outstanding building 
achievements, Professor A. L. L. Baker, of the Department 
of Civil Engineering, Imperial College of Science and 
Technology, University of London, referred especially to 
his use of ferro-cement—a lightweight mixture of cement 
and sand, strongly reinforced with fine wire and mesh— 
with which Nervi began experimenting in 1943. 

Professor Robert Matthew, c.B.£., referred to Nervi's 
influence in the field of architectural education. Nervi 
had called the training of the architect the most important 
problem in architecture today. In the world of education 
this was a time for fundamental reappraisal, and there 
could be no firmer basis for such a reappraisal than 
Nervi’s primary requirements—aesthetic sensibility, a pro- 
found understanding of structural needs and a precise 
knowledge of tne methods, possibilities and limitations 
of structural techniques. 

Professor Matthew said that the unique combination 
of qualities in Nervi had led his university in Edinburgh 
to offer him this coming summer an honorary degree, 
an offer he had accepted. 

In a brief response in French, Professor Nervi said 
we were only beginning to realize the technical and 
structural possibilities of reinforced concrete, which he had 
studied all his life. He was deeply moved by the honour 
that had been bestowed upon him and asked for the indul- 
gence of his listeners for his inability to express his feelings 
in English. 

An exhibition of Professor Nervi’s work was held at the 
R.I.B.A. during the week.

eet S for a development on 
a 6-7 acre site at Paradise Row, 
Henley-on-Thames, for Townmaker 
Ltd., are the subject of a public 
inquiry which started yesterday. 

The architects, Morton Lupton, of 
Wallingford-on-Thames (partner in 
charge, Tom Hancock), have drawn 
up plans for an essentially urban 
group on a moderately high density 
so that the town centre of Henley 
shall be extended rather than that the 
suburbs should creep in. Shelter will 
be provided by the fine, wooded land- 
scape on the site, most of which is to 
be retained. 


Accommodation 

The group provides 186 units of 
residence; detached and town houses, 
flats, maisonnettes and studios, at 
a density of 90 persons per acre. 
Each unit will be carefully designed 
to give complete privacy and all units 
will have garages and parking spaces. 

The flats are contained in a high 
tower block which forms a focal point 
of the scheme, achieving the density, 
but leaving land free for a landscape 
park within the estate. The maison- 
nettes are in two blocks of four 
storeys with the ground floor above, 
so that the park can sweep under the 
housing. 


Contrasts 

The architects claim for Paradise 
Row the following advantages com- 
pared with the standard “estate” 
housing : 

1. Privacy (compared with no pri- 
vacy; wire fencing between back 
gardens). 

2. Walled paved gardens (front and 
back gardens). 

3. Buildings arranged on the sloping 
site so as to give views of the valley 
(no view for majority except of oppo- 
site houses). 

4. Common parkland (no park). 

5. Garages built into units (obtru- 
sive unrelated garages). 

6. Safe play areas (children playing 
on roads and verges). 

7. Each unit designed as. part of uni- 
fied and magnificent group (no 
aesthetic values). 


Road System 

The vehicular road system and 
pedestrian footpath system will be 
kept separate, that for pedestrians 
running through the park and crossing 
the main access road by an underpass 
and a footbridge. Motor roads will 
be walled where they abut the com- 
mon landscape areas, and the squares 
will have textured paving to ensure 
slow traffic movement. 


Administration 

The estate will be administered by 
an estate company, houses being held 
on long leases.

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New College of Architecture 


A scheme for a college of architecture and building in 
a reorganized Regent Street Polytechnic was approved 
by the L.C.C. Education Committee on Wednesday. 


It provides for the establishment of three colleges— 
one for engineering and science, one for commerce and 
management, andthe architecture and building college. 
The further education sub-committee stated that each 
college would offer instruction at an advanced level, and 
each would have the fullest possible measure of indepen- 
dence and would, it is hoped, attract principals and staff 
of a high quality. 

It was also hoped that each college would occupy a 
separate site. Subject to negotiations now proceeding and 
to the approval of the welfare committee, the college of 
architecture and building would occupy part of the site 
in Marylebone Road now occupied by Luxborough 
Lodge, an old people’s home. 

The Polytechnic governors have accepted the draft pro- 
posals in principle, and the sub-committee has authorized 
the preparation of detailed plans and estimates for giving 
effect to the proposals. 

The committee adds: “It will be appreciated, however, 
that so important a new development in technical educa- 
tion in London will need a very full discussion, and the 
outline proposals will need to be considered at length 
and in greater detail in consultation with all concerned. 
These discussions will proceed as rapidly as possible and 
we will report further thereon in due course.” 

Mr. R. McKinnon Wood told the education committee 
that the proposal for a new college of architecture and 
building was fully supported by the Minister of Education. 
There had been a long series of negotiations with various 
bodies, including the Architectural Association and pro- 
fessional groups, and this was the second scheme for 
creating this college which had been considered 

“It has seemed essential,” he said, “that there should 
be a definite college devoted to this purpose and that it 
should be in central London. This proposal for turning 
Regent Street Polytechnic into a federal institution has, 
I think, advantages over the use of a college of architec- 
ture and building on its own, because it will be linked 
with the college of science and engineering on the one 
hand and with the college of commerce and management 
on the other, which may be of very great mutual value.” 


Birmingham Green Belt 


Birmingham City Council's application for planning 
permission to develop some 2,400 acres in the Wythall 
area for industry and housing has been rejected by the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government on the ground 
that it would involve a serious intrusion into land which 
should form part of the city’s green belt. 

Mr. Brooke told the Commons that the scheme might 
prove unavoidable if no other way could be found of 
meeting Birmingham's need for extra building land. He 


was not convinced, however, that decentralization of 
industry and housing beyond the green belt was 
impracticable. 


Management Training Scheme Welcomed 


Important changes in the present scheme of manage- 
ment training and business studies—announced by the 
Minister of Education, Sir David Eccles, at a London 
Press conference this week—have been warmly welcomed 
by the building industry. 

Mr. C. A. Francis, of the Building Advisory Service, 
told A. & B.N. that the introduction of more compre- 
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hensive and up-to-date arrangements would probably be 
of greater value to the building industry than any other. 
“We have had too much emphasis on techniques and too 
little on the human aspect,” he said. In this respect we 
had fallen far behind current practice in the U.S.A. and 
some continental countries. The existing scheme was 
unsatisfactory because it did not provide proper facilities 
for older men with professional qualifications and practical 
experience. 

The proposed changes, which become effective in 
September 1961, arise out of the report of a working 
party set up by the Joint (Examinations) Executive Com- 
mittee for Management Studies. They provide for the 
introduction of a new diploma in management studies, 
two new national certificates in business studies, and the 
appointment of an advisory council on management 
education. 

For entering a diploma course, students will normally 
be required to hold a degree, a diploma in technology or 
eauivalent professional qualification, but older students 
without these qualifications, but with sufficient practical 
experience, may also be able to take it. The minimum 
age of entry will be 23. 


Windowless Buildings Forecast 

The importance of collaboration between the architect 
and lighting engineer in the preliminary stages of develop- 
ment was emphasized in a paper read by Mr. John 
Reid—of John & Sylvia Reid, London architects and 
consultant designers—at a conference attended by about 
100 architects at the Leeds office of the British Lighting 
Council. 

He said that artificial light sources were now so good 
that they were in many cases challenging daylight. In 
a department store with wide floor areas, for example, 
the amount of external window space obtainable was 
relatively small and natural lighting alone was obviously 
out of the question. In such circumstances it might be 
best to exclude daylight altogether and rely on a wholly 
artificially lit interior, This meant that windowless 
buildings would be seen in the future. A good example 
was the 130ft-high building at Hanover, designed for 
exhibition purposes, which had no windows at all apart 
from those on the mezzanine floor lighting the restaurant. 

“What a responsibility we have when you think of all 
the light sources, all the techniques and all the know- 
ledge that is available to us today!” he declared. “It 
is an awe-inspiring thought just how far we have to go, 
and an altogether inspiring one to me to be present at 
the beginning of what is no less than a completely new 
era in architecture.” 


New B.S.I. Chairman

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Q. I wonder whether you could 
describe first of all what inspired the 
design? 


A. I think that the first thing I did 
was to go to the site and try to 
soak in its characteristics. It is an 
absolutely wonderful site, with beauti- 
ful trees and rolling hills and I felt 
the institutional type of modern 
school building was out of character. 
I felt this was not quite the right 
approach for Sussex. I had in 
mind the beautiful pink Sussex brick 
peeping through the trees with its 
welcoming tone of colour, not for- 
bidding or school-like. I wanted 
to avoid the institution. I felt also 
that we had a wonderful tradition for 
this kind of thing in Oxford and 
Cambridge and I wanted to develop 
the same idea of precinct courtyards. 

Many of the undergraduate boys 
and girls will be coming from secon- 
dary schools and grammar schools in 
Sussex, and | wanted this to be a step 
up for them from the school to the 
University | decided that the de- 
velopment should be low and not 
high; the site was a valley, so towers 
were out. I felt it should be a close 
knit horizontal development with 
interlocking courtyards. 

One of the main problems here was 
that the university had to grow, but 


at the same time it should have unity. 
I was tremendously influenced by the 
Greek idea, as in the Agora of 
Athens. The Greeks accepted, as a 
matter of philosophy and wisdom, 
the idea of incompleteness, but they 
tried to get as much perfection as 
possible into each part of the develop- 
ment. 

The first building started this idea. 
College House is a social centre, the 
father and mother of the scheme. It 
has accommodation not only for stu- 
dents, but also for staff. I wanted 
the courtyard to be urban in 
character, hard inside, because it has 
so much beautiful countryside sur- 
rounding it. We are starting building 
College House and the physics depart- 
ment in October. We are being in- 
structed for the next group of build- 
ings: library, arts, chemistry and 
possibly applied science and engineer- 
ing buildings. That would complete 
the main precinct, which is a big 
one, with expansion radiating uphill 
in both directions. There will be a 
third quad which will come much 
later. This will be the great precinct 
for the residences, composed of build- 
ings round courtyards, no _ higher 
than three storeys. 

The Vice-Chancellor thinks it is very 
important that there should be a

be developed by the layout and by 
the feeling that it is always growing. 
The fact that construction will be 
going on somewhere on the site for 
the next ten or fifteen years ought to 
be stimulating, yet there must be a 
degree of completeness in its parts. 

This presupposes a great unity on 
the part of the architecture. I was 
very impressed by one university I 
saw in Denmark, at Aahus. This 
has been growing for years, yet 
it always has an air of unity; it is 
always growing, yet the parts are 
complete themselves. That is very 
very good; each part contributes to 
the whole. 


Q. Cuwuld you say something about 
the idea for the vaulting. It strikes 
me as being quite unusual. I do not 
think there has been a building built, 
certainly not in the last twenty years, 
which has this exposed vaulting inside 
throughout. I would like to hear 
something about the anticipated effect 
of this, combined with the finishes, on 
the undergraduates. It seems to me 
that one of the halls goes right 
through two storeys and I would like 
to know what effect you aimed at. It 
seems to me very striking, almost 
monastic? 


A. That is quite right. It is the 
sort of monastic idea which, of course, 
was the basic idea of Oxford and 
Cambridge; the quadrangle, whose 
space induces meditation and dis- 
cussion and solitude and quietness. 
It should induce these things, and if a 
student wants it he should be able to 
indulge in it. It caters for the in- 
dividual, not like the University of 
Moscow, for example. 

There are certain things which have 
influenced me recently. I have been 
to Rome once or twice. I was tre- 
mendously impressed by the Coliseum, 
not as it was, but as it is now. It 
exposes a structure with great arches, 
I think it is an absolutely marvellous 
building. I owe a great deal, too, 
to Corbusier’s vaulted houses. It 
was a combination of these in- 
fluences which made me go for the 
Sussex design. 

The idea is that the vaults would 
be prefabricated in three sizes, 10ft, 
1Sft and 20ft spans, supported simply 
on solid brick piers. Solid is wrong. 
The piers are really empty inside, 
forming natural vertical ducts. It is 
not necessary to make them solid as 
the buildings are only three storeys 
high, as a maximum. The vertical 
ducts going into the spandrils of the 
wall makes it extremely flexible from

the point of view of services. In the 
physics building, for instance, and in 
the chemistry and engineering, we 
shall have ready-made ducts. 

As we are in a hurry, I felt I 
wanted to keep the wet trades out as 
much as possible. The vaults are 
pre-cast and the brickwork fair-faced. 
I do not want people mucking about 
with chases, switches and all that sort 
of thing. Switches will be in a box 
down on the skirting on the upper 
face, not on the side where plugs are 
damaged by cleaning and polishing 
machines. Light fixtures will be in 
the springing of the vaults and lights 
can be looped by flex to any position 
in the vault by just boring a hole and 
having the light fitting where you 
want. Light switches will be rather 
like the dipper switch of a motor car, 
with a luminous ring round them so 
that they may be seen at night. 

There will be certain structural 
walls inside and non-structural walls. 
The non-structural walls will be of 
timber. Natural woods will be used 
as much of possible. The furnish- 
ings will be rich with brilliant colours. 

Q. What about sound deadening? 

A. There will be ordinary wooden 
floors above the vaults with a space 
between, so there will be ample space 
for deadening. The buildings will not 
have a frame for transmission of 
noise. That is a very important 
element. If you don’t want noise, 
don’t have a frame. 

What is more important than sound 
insulation is reverberation. I am 
taking advice on that. I understand 
that by slotting the vaults one can 
get over the trouble of rever- 
beration. But we may have to spray

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THE EXPANDED TOWNS OF HAVERHILL AND THETFORD 


The L.C.C. are collaborating with local authorities in the expansion of twelve country towns situated beyond London's 
Green Belt and up to 93 miles from Charing Cross, in order to provide homes and jobs for 28,500 London families over the 
next 15 years. The towns concerned are Bletchley, Aylesbury, Swindon, Haverhill, Thetford, Bury St. Edmunds, Huntingdon, 
Letchworth, Luton, Ashford, Basingstoke and Edenbridge. 

The first part of the housing schemes at Haverhill and Thetford are now completed and are in this feature, also the first 
factory to be completed at Thetford. The houses are remarkable, mainly because they were builat at very low cost, much 
lower in fact than any of the other housing schemes built by the L.C.C. in the Metropolitan Area. Some of the economies 
have been achieved by the compactness of the internal planning and the method of construction. In some cases in this 
feature, construction is shown in some detail and the plans of Thetford houses are shown larger than usual to demonstrate 
the planning more clearly.

HE scheme of expansion of Haver- 

hill under the Town Development 
Act, 1952, envisages doubling the 
present population of 5,000. 1,450 
houses are scheduled to be built in 
three residential areas on 
the periphery of the town. The first 
of these areas is a ridge of land form- 
ing a wedge-shaped area which pene- 
trates into the existing town from the 
north-west, with the majority of 
houses on the southern slopes. 

The first stage of the development 
which we publish is situated near the 
bottom of the slope. The layout was 
predetermined to a certain extent by 
the need to establish one junction 
with the existing town road in the 
bottom of the valley, and the decision 
to have two parallel roads that would 
continue up through the later stages 
of the development. 
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Some groups of houses are con- 
structed of local gault selected com- 
mons and others of “Cornish” reds 
from the Southend area. Floor and 
roof structures span from front to 
back, with a central load-bearing 
spine wall. Creosoted _weather- 
boarded panels are used as infill in 
non-loadbearing side walls in  posi- 
tions where it is important to fene- 
strate more generously, and to mark 
the structural centre of other house 
types. The roofs are of “Stonewold” 
concrete slates, laid at a minimum 
rafter pitch of 224 deg.

HOUSING 


THE site comprises some 285 acres, 
straddling the London Road, 
south-west of Thetford. The housing 
area is about 1194 acres, which, at a 
density of 12:5 houses per acre, will 
accommodate about 1,500 houses. 
Thirty-five acres have been allocated 
for industrial development, and other 
sites are set aside for schools, recrea- 
tion, open space, etc. 

The site consists of rather poor 
quality top soil, lying in a shallow 
layer over chalk. The area is inter- 
sected by some well-established tree- 
belts, largely of beech or Scots pine, 
linking the site visually with exten- 
sive areas of forest to the south-west. 

The housing areas on either side 
of the London Road are served by 
main neighbourhood spine roads. 
From these, minor loop roads and 
culs-de-sac provide vehicular access to 
groups of houses. Footpaths, often 
independent of roads, give safe circu- 
lation routes for pedestrians. 

House terraces form informal rect- 
angular groups surrounding small 
squares or greens within each larger 
housing area. Garage accommoda- 
tion is provided at the rate of 35 per 
100 houses, with a further 50 spaces 
provided on hardstanding, where gar- 
ages can be built when required. 

A small group of shops is planned 
to serve the immediate needs of the 
main housing areas on each side of 
the London Road. 

The distribution of house types 
throughout the development, and as 
far as possible in each contract, is as 
follows: three-room house (two bed- 
rooms) five per cent; four-room house 
(three bedrooms) eight per cent; five- 
room house (four bedrooms) ten per 
cent.

B.S. 1676 has a somewhat restricted interest, being of 
concern mainly to paving and roofing specialists. It is a 
revision of the 1950 edition, the modifications providing 
more internal space to allow for fretting, while detailing 
the construction more closely. Smaller sizes are included 
and more attention paid to safety aspects. 

C.P. 152 supersedes B.S. 973:1945 and deals fully with 
glass and glazing practice in 44 pages to justify the high 
charge of 12s 6d. Thicknesses for varying conditions of 
exposure and wind pressure are given, together with 
recommendations as to durability and sound insulation. 
Fire-retardant properties are also examined. Glazing 
techniques are described in detail, with recommendations 
for double and multiple glazing, glass and mirror facing 
and fascias. Fixing of leaded and copper lights is 
included as is advice on maintenance and cleaning. The 
problem of corrosion at bi-metallic contacts is also 
examined. A list of ten items of information to be given 
when ordering glass is included. 

C.P. 221 on External Rendered Finishes is restricted 
to the use of Portland cement/lime/sand mixes for pro- 
tective and decorative use on new and old buildings. 
Maintenance and repair of existing rendered work, 
including stucco, is included and should be a _ helpful 
section. As the nature of the background, as to 
strength and porosity, is important, this point is discussed 
at some length: soluble salts and penetration of water are 
two of the points to be watched. Recommendations are 
accordingly made, summarized in a table, for mixes for a 
variety of finishes on types of background and exposure 
conditions. The Code does not cover waterproof render- 
ing to retain liquids. 

C.P. 306 deals with three methods of storing and collect- 
ing household refuse. Individual dustbins, communal 
refuse storage containers and refuse chutes are included. 
Circumstances affect the choice of receptacle for particular 
schemes, so guidance is given on the suitability of layouts. 
Thirteen diagrams illustrate typical cases. In an appendix, 
indications are given on the amount of refuse likely to 
be received.

B.R.S. Digest, No. 127, extends the work done on single- 
stack plumbing for houses by giving design rules for 
serving, with this system, blocks of flats up to five storeys 
high, or eight storeys of maisonnettes. A modified form 
of the one-pipe system, incorporating some vent pipes, 
is described for flats or maisornettes up to 15 storeys in 
height. 

Whereas 34in stacks are satisfactory for houses, 4in dia 
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stacks are recommended for tall blocks. Deep-seal traps 
are necessary for all fittings except the w.c., in which a 
2in trap suffices. 

There are points of similarity with the earlier Digests, 
such as minimum and maximum gradients on waste pipes 
and maximum lengths (although in some London flats 
considerably longer runs are being tried). 

In Table 1, the type of fitting waste is considered 
together with the possible failure of seal, coupled with 
recommendations to avoid such a defect occurring. Swept 
junctions are to be used where waste meets the stack pipe. 

In Table 2, the subject of vents is considered. Up to 
five storeys, with two flats on each floor connecting to a 
common stack, no vent is needed when a single stack 
system is used but if there is reason to expect heavy load- 
ing on the sanitary system, a 2in vent should be run from 
the base of the stack where pressure can be expected on 
low level fittings. Incidentally, no evidence has been 
received by the B.R.S. of the lower flats being invaded 
by detergent foam which has been reported to be an 
unwelcome feature in some U.S. schemes. Between six 
storeys and 11 storeys, a 2in vent is recommended from 
one w.c. branch of two flats on alternate floors, while on 
taller schemes. up to I5 storeys, a 2in vent is recom- 
mended on one w.c. branch on every floor, although two 
w.c’s may be connected from adjoining flats at the same 
level. Above five storeys it appears that pressure on the 
ground floor w.c. traps may be considerable, so they 
should either be connected to the manhole direct or, if 
connected to the stack, one branch should have a vent 
pipe. Direct connection of these ground-floor w.c’s to 
the manhole also disposes of any risk of back flow of 
detergent foam. 

Digest No. 128 continues the work in Digests Nos. 20 
and 21, with a re-examination of the problem of stone 
preservation. It says flatly that no “preservative” is of 
any value when used in the open air. The only treatment 
which can be recommended is for internal pieces in such 
places as museums, where the weather cannot get at the 
stone or regular cleaning can be done: this treatment was 
wax impregnation—not just a surface coating. Silicones 
help to throw off rainwater, but as the silicones solutions 
are themselves permeable to the extent that air passes 
through, so too do salts in the atmosphere. The silicones 
solutions then may work in the opposite direction by pre- 
venting the salts from being washed out again. The 
accumulating salts then cause further stone decay. 

The second half is on the subject of jointing plaster- 
board—a method which aroused a lot of interest at the 
last Building Trades Exhibition. The secret lies in the use 
of taper-edge or recessed-edge boards—not in themselves 
quite new—and a technique which is quite new. The 
plaster used for filling the joint must be very finely ground 
so as to permit of finishing to a feather edge. With 
ordinary plaster the feather edges would dry out quickly, 
resulting in cracking from the body of the filling. By 
using a retarder this rapid drying is prevented and allows 
the work of filling to be done over a longer period. 
Proprietary plasters or fillers are now on the market. Six 
spreader boxes are used, to suit butting wall joints, ceiling 
joints and internal and external angle joints. First, one 
of the boxes is filled with the liquid filler, then, com- 
mencing at the lowest level, brought up the joint so that 
the filler flows into the joint and on to the margins on 
either side. Into this first filling is pressed paper tape, 
using a broad knife to bed the tape and set the filler 
fractionally below the general surface. This is followed 
by another layer of filler, using a wider spreader box, 
which brings the filler proud of the general face. The 


joint is completed by trowelling the wet filler with a tool 
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wide enough to bridge the joint and, with a scraping or 
drawing action, leaving a flush surface. It is said that this 
is not a technique that is beyond the capacity of a 
decorator. 

Another. quicker technique which may not be quite so 
satisfactory is to apply to the butting boards a self- 
adhesive linen tape pressed into the recess. To this filler 
is applied, followed by finish in the same way as above. 
There is some chance that the plaster will shrink back 
into the joint, but this is thought to be slight. 


@ Local Education Authority Building Procedure. Admini- 
strative Memorandum 3/60. Ministry of Education 


This Memorandum, addressed to Local Education 
Authorities, deals with the subject of educational building 
projects for 1960-61 and after. The principal changes 
affect minor works and furniture but with the inclusion 
of costs connected with school meals, commencing April 
1. 1960, instead of separate capital allocations as formerly, 
Part Il is also revised. Reference was made to this in 
Information Digest in the issue of March 16, 1960. Minor 
works are now those costing up to £20,000, but the 
Ministry warns that major capital works, costing more 
than £20,000, cannot be put through in a series of minor 
works instalments. 

The procedure to be followed in seeking the Ministry's 
approval to building projects and programming schools 
generally is set out in detail. It is stressed that playing 
fields are essential parts of schools, so their construction 
should commence in sufficient time for them to be usable 
when the school buildings are ready for occupation. The 
Ministry is prepared to accept negotiated contracts and 
direct labour contracts provided the department is fully 
able to carry the organizational, plant and labour loads, 
but these should be limited to contracts of less than £4,000 
and preferably £1,000. The Memorandum applies to 
colleges of further education, teacher training colleges, 
special schools, school clinics, extensions to or adaptations 
of existing buildings and projects for youth service, in 
addition to the normal educational buildings

The local government 
function was analyzed by the chairman of the L.C.C. 
Town Planning Committee, Mr. Richard Edmonds, 
amplified by Hubert Bennett. The discussion was sum- 
marized by Lionel Brett. The president, Basil Spence, 
gave the opening address. 

In addition to the daytime meetings, evening sessions 
were held to consider “Communities and Neighbourhoods”, 
“Public and Private Transport” and “The Big City: 
Renewal and Dispersal”. 

It need scarcely be said that there is a wealth of interest 
in this report, not only in the words of the principal 
speakers, but also in the contributions to the discussions. 
Such a symposium makes widely known the problems, 
often of great diversity and the attempts at solution— 
some successful but many in the balance. The achieve- 
ments of Coventry, acquiring many acres of land in the 
centre, in parallel with more limited acquisitions by 
Birmingham and Manchester, are put into perspective 
when one hears of the efforts of the small, human-scale

places like Sevenoaks, lacking the capital to acquire 
wholesale, and, in fact, regarding such a policy as distaste- 
ful, to renew its centre in a human-scale fashion, sym- 
pathetic to the smaller shopkeeper threatened by the 
chain store. But out of the different routes being followed 
new ideas are bound to come which may well lead to 
ingenious solutions to difficult situations. The problem 
that so commonly faces developers, whether local 
authority or well-intentioned private, of obtaining sufficient 
consecutive frontages to permit homogeneous redevelop- 
ment without being held to ransom by the awkward 
customer was not examined, yet until this is solved, 
preferably without C.P.O. powers, there seems little 
prospect of architectural, efficient and comprehensive 
renewal. 

Probably Professor Robert Matthews’ paper on “The 
Future” is of greater interest, for he looks at the problem 
very broadly and shows the extent of the problem 
together with the apparently feeble efforts being made— 
and likely to continue to be made—to achieve the full 
result in renewal of the town and city. He cited 
Glasgow, where 15 years ago Abercrombie estimated that 
a quarter of the population—300,000 persons—would have 
to be moved out. Those knowing Glasgow of recent years 
will wonder whether the fear of new slum areas may not 
be all too true. The ring of houses and flat blocks, with 
scarcely a school to be seen, is one of the depressing factors 
in approaching Glasgow from every direction, the ring 
spreading ever outwards, engulfing pleasant villages, man- 
sions and glens in harsh streets and hard facing materials.

This is a record of a course of lectures, mainly for 
architects, which was given at the R.I.B.A. on January 27 
of this year. The chairman was A. G. Sheppard Fidler, 
the organizers the Fire Protection Association, and the 
speakers included Eric Bird, M.B.E., M.C., A.R.1.B.A., L. A. 
Ashton, B.sc.(ENG.), of the D.S.I.R. Fire Research Organi- 
zation. E. A. Hibbitt, Divisional Officer of Manchester, 
and S. D. Studd, F.1.4.s., building surveyor, Manchester. 

Eric Bird’s paper said that the fire problem remained 
serious and would only lessen as fire-resisting construction, 
wide streets, and appreciation of risk were general. He 
warned that some new substances, admirable in some 
ways, may yet be fire risks because the manufacturers did 
not consider this an important point. The aim must be 
to reduce combustibility of structure and lining and to 
limit the size of compartments in which, as may well 
happen one day, fire may break out. Negligence in failing 
to keep closed fire doors, to neglect fire appliances and 
leaving combustible material lying about are all too 
common. He then examined the features of important 
conflagrations. The Crystal Palace, although structurally 
of cast iron and glass, was converted to smaller spaces 
by wood partitions and floors: the timber and accummu- 
lated dust in confined spaces fed the fire. The Cocoanut 
Grove night club fire pointed to the need to have panic 
doors alongside revolving doors. The Jaguar fire stressed 
the need to use roof linings which are Class A on both 
faces and not on one face only, the need to have sprinklers 
in large areas and the necessity for separation of depart- 
ments by incombustible material. The General Motors 
fire at Livonia pointed to the value of automatic smoke 
outlets in roofs, for the heat and smoke were trapped in 
this building. Another lesson was that steel roof decking 
must be seam bolted to prevent bitumen dripping through 
warping edges of the sheets. Many other lessons were 
quoted, some of which are covered by customary good 
practice, but in other cases it is evident that neither 
architect nor owner appreciated the risks attached to some 
forms of construction, fitting or equipment. 

This again is a valuable report, but is too long for the 
general reader. A digest on two pages of the R./.B.A. 
Journal would be a useful reference guide.

The spate of very useful reports and studies continues 
to flow from the T.D.A. The first of these will no doubt 
have the greatest interest for architects, with the second 
running it closely. There are no reference numbers for 
the last two. 

The first confirms a suspicion that not all the weather- 
boarding so generously applied to current work had any 
but a remote connection with Western Red Cedar: it is 
to be hoped that there is not too much substitution going 
on. 
On 70 samples of Scots Pine “Tanalith U,” “Tanalith 
Cc,” “Pyrolith” and “Celcure” were applied by pressure.

During structural alterations to the offices of the ‘‘Gloucester- 
shire Echo’’, S. C. Morris & Son, of Cheltenham, undertook to 
lower the foundations by 4ft 6in. Hydraulic pit props made 
by Dowty Mining Equipment Ltd. were used for this purpose. 
The props measured approximately 5}in dia by 6ft 6in and 
four were found to be capable of supporting a load of 4 ton 


All gave a greenish colour to the wood which reappeared 
when the covering stain was removed by weathering but 
had no effect on subsequent treatments. Organic preser- 
vatives (brown Protim and diesel oil solutions of phenol 
and naphthalene) darkened the wood but did not affect the 
finishing treatment. Creosote, on the other hand, caused 
blistering. 

Of stains, Red Solignum and Cabot proprietary 
products and a 30 per cent red oxide/linseed oil mixture 
gave greatest resistance to leaching. Varnishing improved 
fixation of colour, the type used being Harlands phenolic 
resin varnish in two coats. Other T.D.A._ reports 
compared the values of finishings. 

Moisture retardants—the subject of the second work— 
were studied with a view to finding how wood could be 
stabilized after drying to a selected moisture content level. 
Water repellants, waxes, impregnants and surface coatings 
were tried, but the risk was that exposure would open up 
checks and cracks to admit moisture behind the barrier. 
The tests also showed that air-borne moisture could not 
be resisted by water repellants of the silicone type. End 
grain treatment was essential for any benefit to be 
obtained while the best for all purposes was aluminium 
wood primer. This was outstanding, superior to any 
other material tested. Even so, nothing prevented the 
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ultimate penetration of moisture but the change of 
moisture content was certainly much slowed. In the case 
of samples treated with aluminium wood primer, the 
water absorption in 24 hours was 1/50th of that of 
untreated wood. Some new materials show promise, about 
which we shall probably hear more. 

The third work, on connectored assemblies, is on 
workshop and site practice. Nailing, when liable to cause 
splitting, should be through bored holes 4/Sths of the 
diameter. Screw holes should be full diameter for the 
shank and {ths for the thread next the shank 
on bolts to be 1/32in up to fin diameter and 1) |6in for 
greater diameter. Bolted connections should first be 
tightened by a high-tensile steel, double-ended threaded rod 
which is bolted up to drive toothed connectors into the 
wood faces, then replaced by the conventional! bolt and 
nut. Crushing of wood under the external washers must 
be avoided. All members are to be adequately protected 
against exposure to weather, degrade, decay and insects, 
both in the yard and on the site. 

The fourth work is essentially for the specialist, giving 
what amounts to a code of practice for machining, 
moisture content, adhesives, storage, cleanliness and many 
other points of importance in fabrication.

A number of new fire-fighting appli- 
ances, designed to combat fires in- 
volving highly inflammable liquids 
and substances, have been added to 
the Pyrene range of such equipment. 
The new equipment extends from 
dry chemical fire extinguishers of 
Slb to 25Ib capacity and includes a

unit and an entirely new foam fire ex- 
tinguisher of advanced design. The 
smallest of the new extinguishers is 
Type PDS, Mark II and it is of the 
pre-pressurized type. It contains Slb 
of Pyrene dry chemical and weighs 
114lb when charged. The operating 
head, to which carrying and operating 
handles are attached, embodies an 
efficient release valve and is fitted 
with a syphon tube and a fan nozzle, 
through which the chemical is ejected. 
It incorporates a pressure gauge 
which always shows the pressure 
within the extinguisher and facilitates 
inspection and_ re-charging. The 
extinguisher has an effective jet length 
of 14ft and a storing and operating 
temperature range from minus 65 
deg F to 140 deg F. It is operated by 
lifting the carrying handle, pulling 
out the safety pin, pressing the valve 
release lever and directing the resul- 
tant powerful fan-shaped jet in a 
rapid sweep across the base of the 
flames. The extinguisher is finished 
in French blue enamel, with red, 
black and gold instruction transfers. 
The next largest extinguisher in the 
range is the PD10, which is a similar 
design to the PDS, but has a charge 
of 10lb dry chemical. This extin- 
guisher is provided with a flexible 
hose, at the end of which is a fan 
discharge nozzle, and under test it has 
extinguished a petrol fire of 30 sq ft 
surface area. The wheeled unit is 
the MPC extinguisher, which is the 
25lb version of the PD10, and under 
test, this model is claimed to have ex- 
tinguished a petrol fire of 50 sq ft sur- 
face area in only seven seconds.

Refuse Sack Stand 


A stand is now available to hold the 
new “Palfsack” paper refuse sacks 
which provide a speedy hygienic met- 
hod of refuse disposal.
